Most of the committee on notification left the
city Wedanesday night, but a few postponed
their departure until yesterday. Chairman
Estse went to Chieago, and some of the South-
ern and Western gentlemen returned to their
bomes, as they wero not able to remain away
from private business any looger. The partiog
of the members, as they one by one bade adieu
to their associates was exceediogly eordial, and
all exchanged words of hope for the success of
the ticket in November.

Richard M. Smock, who was a member of

General Harrison's regiment, in relating some
incidents of army life, said yesterday: *‘In the
winter of 1863-4 we were encamped near Nash-
ville. As all who were there at the time will re-
member, it was one of the coldest winterson ree-
ord. Hundreds of soldiers perished while on

mht duty. 1 remember that during one of
coldest nighta I was on picket and suffered
greatly with the cold, when I saw a man ap-
Ermhiug from the direction of the officers’
eadquarters. [ halted him and when he gave
the ecountersign and advaoced 1 saw it was
General  Harrison. He bad a large
csn filled with hot coffee. and when I asked him
what he was doing he said he was afraid some
of the piekets would freeze to death. and he
knew some bot coffes would help the men to
keep alive. He was the most welcome visitor I
ever met, for [ really liave [ wonld bave
frozen before morning had not the coffes been
brought. After leaving me the General passed
on to all the other pickets and cheered them up
with the baverage. His act was one of kindness.
The men on duty were peariy &il from his regi-
ment, and his personal friendship for them in-
duced him to get op out of his comfortable
uarters in the dead of night, prepare
t coffee and bring it to wus General
Harrison was always in the thickest
of the battle. | remember that o¢a the
J4th of May. the day before the battie
of Resaca our regiment was ordered to advance
through a strip of woodland which ended at the
foot of a hill. On the brow of ac opposite hill
were the redels, and the position we were or-
dered to take put us in direet range of their
guns. We wers subjected to a terrific fire, and
a8 we couid see no reason why we should be
compelled to oceopy such an exposed pesition,
many of us wanted to fall back. General Har-

DYNAMITE PLOT DEFEATED

The Great Strike on the Burlington Re-
called in a Startling Manner.

Arrest of Three Men Charged with Conspiracy
tv Destroy Property—A Quantity of Dy-
namite Found in Their Possession.

e

CHicAGo, July 5.—Thomas Broderick and
James Bowles, members of the “rotherhood of
Locomotive Engineers, and another man named
Wilson, where arrested on a Chicago, Borling-

ton & Quiney train this afternoon, brouzht to Chi-
cago, and Jodged in the county jail under bonds

of 25,000 each, charged with conspiring to de-
stroy the railroad company’s property. They
bad a ecnsiderable guantity of dynamite in their
possession when arrested. It is stated that the

Burlington eompavy has had o large
forece of dotectives engaged for a
long time in watching the movemen's of
the [etrikers. Several so-called ‘‘agitators,”
whose movements corresponded with some ot
the past attempts upon the company’s property,
wers put under special surveillance. It was
discovered that dynamite was used in several

unsuecessful attempts to wreex tramns within
the past few months. The principal suspects

were not allowed to make a mova, day or night,
without being under the watchful eye of the of-

ficers. It was impossible at first to locate the
dyoamite, but the officials of the *“Q" assert to-

night that positive information was finally re-
ceived to-day that this was the day chosen for a
grand attack upon the company’s property. The
officials are very reticent regarding their source
of information, but the plot is
known to them, and they admit that, besides a
definite plan to blow up trains upon the tracks
by means of dynamite cartridges, it included the
possibility of an attack upon the depot property
and magoificent office building here. The offi-
cials say that if the danger had not been so im-
minent they would have allowed the conspira-
tors to go on and further eriminate themselves,
but the plot had reached a stage where it was
Decessary to take decisive steps tg prevent great
destruction of property, not to say loss of human
lives. Superintendent of Motive Power G. W.
Rhodes swore out a warrant to-day, and Deputy
Marsbal Burchard proceeded with it to

Aurora, in  company with deteetives.
Their men were located and shadowed
to the 2:15 afternoon train for Chicago. Thomas
Broderick aud James Bowles, two Brotherhood

ex-engineers of the 'Q" were seen to board the
train in company with a man not known to the
officers, A fourth man they were looking for
was not identified. The strange man, who
proved to be John Q. Wilson, 1ok a double seat
beside Broderick, while Bowles sat just across
the aisle. The tra n had barely started when
the officers tapped the men on the shoulders
and made them prisoners. The men had taken
off their eoats, and under the two coats, lying
between Boderick and Wiison upon the seat,
was an innocent looking package wrapped
in a newspaper. When he had ecaptured this,
Detective MeGinty's look of triumph quickly
faded as he reaiized the possible danger of its
contents. While they were putting the brace-
lets on the prisoners, Broderick quickly
snatched a letter from his pocket and threw it
out of the window. MeGinty sprang to the bell-
rope and stopped the train. Runuping back along
the track he found the letter. It is now in the
possession of District Attorney Ewing. He re-
fuses to reveal its contents, but General Mana-
ger Stone intimated that its contents gave 1m-
portant information ragarding the plot.

The officers reached the city with their pris-
oners without incident, Broderick and Wilson
beiug stoically indifierent to evervthing, while
Bowles was profuse in his explanations of “‘the
mistake.” A valise was taken from Bowles, and
several letters and papers. These were taken
to the district attorney's office, with the news-
paper package, and the latter was then for the
first time examined. It was found to
contain four dynamite cartridges, each
about ten ineches long and an inch
and & quarter square, These were fitted
with & small fuse to esch, and Mr. Rhodes

estimated that each coontained about a pound
of dynamite. Io Broderick’s pocket, in a purse,

were found several small dynamite fulminatios
eaps. The prisoners were taken before United

States Commissioner Hoyne on their arrival
here. Bowles asked for Chairman Hoge, of the
old Burhngton grievance committee, and also
for attorpey Suliivan. These pentlemen wers
sent for, and. while waiting, Bow.es talked guite
freely. He claimed that he knew nothing about
the dynamite. He worked on the Atchison road
uatil March, when he was discharged for putting
& fireman off his eab. During the strike he
went to workon the Burlington, and remained
thirteen days, when his brother—a Brotherhood
engineer—induced bim to leave the company's
employ. Since that time the DBrotherhood has
paid his wages, and he has been traveling
abeut. He went to Creston, a few days ago, as
he says, to brace the strikers up, as they were
becoming weak, but he claims he never coun-
seled them to do anything wrong. He elaimed
EOt to know the men who were arrested with

im.

The first response to the appeal sent for aid
came in the person of J. J. Hanonahan, vice-
grand mastsr of the Brotherhood. He professed
not to know anv of the prisoners. After a hasty
conference with Bowles he asked the district at-
torpey to wait until he summoned Chairman
Hoge. This was agreed to. Hs whispered a
word to Broderick, and then said to Bowles that
they would do all they eould for them. To a
reporter he said: ‘‘I don't know these men at
all. If they bave done anything wrone, the
Brotherhood wants them punished as much as
snybody else. But we will investigate their
case, and if they bave been unjustiy acoused we
will give them all the help in onr power.”

Turning again to Bowles he told the Iatter

that they would see that they got bail and coun-
sel. Just then in eame Hoge, accompanied by
several members of the Brotherhood. Bowles
sprang np with relieved face and cried: “Here's
our ehairman, gentlemen.”

Hoge did not reply or seem to recogrize
Bowles, and only taiked to the latter after he
had held a consultation with Distriet Attorney
Ewiog. When he learned the full gravity of
the charge he offerad Bowles but cold econsoia-
tion. The district attorney arraigned the de-
fendants under Section 5353 of the United
States Revised Statutes, aad Commissioner
Hoyne held them under £5,000 bonds each for
examination on the 13th inst.

“] cannot get you any bail to-night,” said
Hoge, eoldly, to Bowles, in response to the lat-
ter's fervent appeal to be kept out of jail. Then
be promised tbat an attorney would be secursd
at once, and that an effort would be made to get
them bail to-morrow.

Ail of the men denied positively that they
knew anything about the dynamite, and dis-
claimed ownership of the buundle found on the
scat between them. Neither would they tell
who they were nor whers they lived.

“]I do not know any of these men,” said Chair-
man Hoge to a reporter. *‘They may be mem-
bers of the Brotherhood, but I do not remember
them. If their case is found wortby of investi-
gation we will help them, of course, and get
them batl.”

On Broderick's person was found a Brother-
hood membership eard, declaring him a member
of the Pottaville Division, No. 90, ‘‘good until
Aug. 6, 1858," and signed **J. Howard Dolts.”
Broderick has been in the Burliagton employ as
recently as April last, but the officials know very
little of his past record Both he and
Wilson have just come on from Creston, Ia.
where he was closeiy 1dentifiad with the strikers.
Wilson is suoposed to be a striking fireman.
General Manager Stone was seen Ly a reporter
and told substautiailly the same story as reiated
above. He would not say arnything more to-
pight regarding the nature of the information
in the companv's possession. but added that
they believed high officers of the Brotherhdod
are connected with the conspiracy o use dyoa-
mite.
